London, Sept. 2. — Marie Josephine 
Eastwick of Philadelphia was arraign- 
•d in tbe Quildball police court 
charced with having forg^ a railroad 
certificate of the vahi.' of £100,000. 
Sensational evid<^nce was pri'sented. 

The ptibl'c prtjst'ciifoi' said defend- 
ant bad been residing in England 18 
months and waa believed to be an 
ADMrican of weiUth. She had beon liv- 
ing with xtersona. said to be her fa- 
thw and sister, at tlio Metropole, Lon- 
don, and bad been coaching through 
England and living generally in the 
most expensive manner. Latt«rlpr she 
had removed to Hampstead. ttor the 

benefit of her health. She obtained an 
introduction to Mr. Ueeton, a member 
of the stock exchange, to whom the; 
defendant represented herself to bo 
tbs owner of securities worth, rough- 
ly, £B00,000. She said she wanted to 
bujr 1000 shares of United States Steel 
corporation as a speculation. This op- 
eration required £1000, which defend- 
ant said she did not have, but as she 
wanted to Investlmmediately, she told 
lir. Beeton, she had cabled a trust 
company in Philadidphla to break open 
her strong box and foi wai d tbe money 
to her by mail. She added that the 
trustees telegraphed her, refusing to 
db ho until they had her key. 

Aug. 12 defendant went to the Char- 
Ibg Cross branch of tbe credit Lyon- 
nais and asked the manager to buy 
two shares of Canadian Pacific rail- 
road. Tbe manager took the oMer, 
but afterward found it dlfflcult to get 
so small a number of shares and wrotj 
defendant asking if he would be al- 
lowed to get five or ten shares. As a 
result, five shares weri- bought Aur. 
16, and tbe ..efendant dul^ sent her 
ciMck. She wrote Mr. B,eeton Aug. 15 
ia^lng she expected 1000 CaDadian 
Pacific shares from New York and 
wanted a loan on them, as she was de- 
sirous of buying more United States 
Steel. Mr. Beeton replied that be did 
not think there would be 4hy dlfllculty 
mislBK % lou Oh sdeh iAMHaM. She 
received a certificate for fl^Te Qmadian 
shares Aug. 16. The ptoseeibtor said 
that by Aug. 20. the certificate ha<l 
be^n altered, that tbe name of the 
brlglhal holder had beeil erased, and 
same of Mirie Josephine Bast- 
wick had been substituted. The word 
"five" in the number of shares and 
the numerals had all been altered, so 
that it appeai'ed to be a certificate for 
1000 Instead of for five shares. The 
only mistake was that the documept 
bore a shilling revenue stamp instead 
of one for £10, which a certificate for 
1000 shares would carry. It was al- 
leged that defendant sent tbe altered 
dociklnent, with a letter, to Mr. Bee- 
ton Aug. 26, asking him to buy 1000 
1}^ted States Steel shaires In the flrkn 
name, also requesting a loan of £4000. 
adding that she was going in for mo- 
tor cars heavily, and was aboat to 
puzdhMO a ^tud fa|-m. 

w.'Beetoh's clerk, on reeelTihk the 
certificate, noticed the stamp irregu- 
larity and went to the Canadian Paci- 
fic railroad office, where It was pro- 
nounced forgery. Mr. Beeton wired 
this infohnttiot^ to defendant, asking 
for u explanation. She replied: 
"Call me on the telctphone." and then 
wired: "Have sent no ^oertlflcate. 
Don't understand." 

Mr. Beeton notified tbe police of 
l<qi|49ja lAd a detective arrestsd the 
defendant at Palace hotel, Buxton. 

The testlibony of lAr. Beeton and 
others was heard, generally sustain- 
ing the prosecutor's statement. The 
detective said defendant told him she 
kkd knriMtieally no defense. 

The magistrate asked if the person, 
who was said to be her father, was 
present, and a well-dressed, somewhat 
dlstlngulshend looking man stood up 
among the seats reserved for specta- 
tori* mfiglstrate directed him to 
be <>*tt(M|^ ^ oonTerfation with a 
news^pSr representative the man 
claimed to be the woman's father. 

The gf^neral tenor of Mr. Ueeton's 
evidence was that tbe defendant Im- 
preiHd him as being a woman of 
irenltb nnd posiUon. She told hini fb^t
